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Desegregation: A Look Back 
On The Columbus Experience

The question of illegal 
segregation started in 
1973, when Columbus 
attorney, the late William 
Davis filed suit in Federal 
District Court'on behalf of 
eight students (black and 
white) and their families, 
seeking to halt a $89.5 mil- 
lion school construction 
program. : 

In October of 1974, the 


initialcomplaint was 
amended as a class action 
suit. The following Febru- 
ary, the NAACP entered 
the case. After a 36-day 
trial, held. between April 
and June 1976, Federal 
District Judge Robert M. 
Duncan announced his 
findings. 

Based on the evidence 
presented to him, Judge 
Duncan found that Colum- 
bus schools were unconsti- 
tutionally segregated and 
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ordered a system-wide 
remedy. (State defendants 
in the case were also found 
guilty at the time.) 

Still, desegregation of 
the Columbus public 
school system was not 
begun. You see, between 
March 1977 and July 1979, 
the Columbus Board of 
Education engaged in 
appeal after appeal in an 
attempt.to have Judge 
Duncan's original dese- 
gregation order reversed.

However, the U.S. Su- 
preme Court upheld the 
findings and orders of 
lower courts on July 2, 
1979; clearing the way for 
desegregation to begin the 
following September. But 
the story does not end 
there. 

With the second year of 
the desegregation process 
scheduled to begin next 
week, some of the individ- 
uals who participated in the 
early stages of the litigation 
are still reflecting concern 
about the process. 

These. individuals feel 
that officials of the Colum- 


bus school system are not 


making enough effort to 
achieve racial solidarity, 
and reportedly feel’ that it 
will be years before the 
tensions between the races 
will be relieved. 

Columbus attorneys Leo 
Ross ard Richard Stein 
represented the local 
NAACP during the court 
battles. Recently comment- 
ing on alleged teacher 
abuse of students and 
other concerns, Atty. Ross 
said, “! feel that if a child 
grows up in a racially 
segregated area and goes 
to a segregated school, he 
or she will never be able to 
interact with someone who 
is racially different from 
themselves. 

“Friction between the 
student-teacher relation- 
ships,” he continued, “may 
be due to the general ref- 
usal to understand the 
black subculture on the 
part of the teachers and the 
administration,” Ross said. 

But opponents of dese- 
gregation did so without 
knowing the full conse- 
quences involved. Now we 
find that problems are 
beginning to arise because 
of their actions,” says Mrs. 
Kay Cook, vice president of

some of the federal funds for law 
enforcement could not be used to 
train and employ men to help patrol 
our neighborhoods.

itis not aimed directly at George Forbes, but 
Georgg Forbes happens to be a symbol’ for 
which they can direct their petition drives and, 
get the kind of signatures that they need in 
order to get this, Charter changed on the 
ballot.

cilman involved. But it was the effort of these 
who do not want blacks to have a voice in 
government, a voice in anything that has todo 
with improving the economic life in the. black 
community. 

Councilman Barbra Pringle, ex-councilman 
Dennerll, ex-councilman Benny Bonanno, 
and practically all of the Dennis Kucinich 
organization, have mobilized to carry this 
campaign to what they hope will be a success- 
ful conclusion. They have as their main ally 
the Cleveland Press in Peter Phipps who 
would do anyting to stop black progress in any . 
area, not just as the president of City Council, 
but anywhere that a black man or person 
happens to be included in the economic pro- 
cesses of which we so richly deserve and have 
been denied. Peter Phipps can be counted on 
to come to the aid and assistance of those who 
are blocking that kind of progress.

George Forbes makes an excellent target 
for this bigoted, racist effort because he's 
smart, he's articulate and he has done a good 
job and that’s more than they can stand; 


. George Forbes’ achievement has oversha- 


dowed all the other councilmen that preceded 
him since council was organized. His record 
shows that he has done the things that have 


been beneficial to all of Cleveland, for the total 
community, not just the black community. But 
he has insisted that the black community get 
their rightful. share-of-the consideration that 
we pay the taxes for. | want you to know here 
and now that it isn’t George Forbes that 

e they're after per se, they want to stop the pos- 
sibility of any other black being elected. to the 
presidency of .the council or to the mayor's 
office of the City of Cleveland. 

Only a few blacks know the kind of contribu- 
tion that George Forbes has made to the City 
of Cleveland and particularly to the black 
community for which we would have been 
denied. For example, just this spring 1980, 
George Forbes held up the Block Grant 
Development money for three months past the 
deadline in order to be sure that the blacks 
received what they were entitled to before it 
was released. Mayor Voinovich agreed that it 

. was just plain, simple, honest politics. He 
asked for nothing unreasonable, nothing 
unfair, nothing illegal. He just asked for what 
was rightfully ours and Mayor Voinovich had 
to admit that we were entitled téget that kind 
of consideration. What other black leader. do 
you know of that has the courage to do those 

- kinds of things or is in position to do it. 


There is .a sad note here on the part of the 
black community. In Council we have four- 
teen blacks. There isn't one that is able to 
come close to performing the kind of leader- 
ship that George Forbes is now putting on 
display. But they are jealous. They are 
envious. And, these racists are playing on the 
jealousy, playing on the envy, playing on their 
emotions to turn them against the black com- 
munity. If they would ask themselves ‘one 
question, “What can | get from these people 
who are fighting me?" or the other question 
might be, “Have these same people ever done 
anything to improve the quality of life in the 
black community or for black people?” Our 
black leaders remind me of the old man who 
told the preacher that he wanted to go to 
heaven but he didn't want to die. 


Whatever gains we have made have been at 
the expense of a few Blacks who were willing 
to put their shoulder to the wheel and work 
doubly hard in order to accomplish the things 
that we are entitled to. We have a very poor 
voting record. Most of the black councilmen in 
Council today do not have a registration of 
black voters that would amount to five thou- 
sand registered voters in most wards. There 
are wards in the central city that don't produce 
three thousand votes on both sides at any 
election and bigots are depending on that kind 
of lethargy to win this campaign, to put blacks

“The Growing Revolution In South Africa” 


Recently we asked the question, can blacks 
influence foreign policy? The answer was that 
we must because we have no choice. Domes- 
tic and foreign policy cannot be separated. No 
better example of this linkage exists than 
South; Africa--a major racial battleground of 
the Eighties. 

For the last three years, South African 

“investments by US. corporations have been 
the major concern ‘of activist ‘shareholders: 
The debate over U.S. investment (about $3 
billion) has taken two directions. One side led 
by Rev. Leon Sullivan, a black Philadelphia 
minister and a member of General Motor’s 
board of directors, has argued that U.S. com- 
panies must set a positive example for other 
employers by remaining in South Africa and 
by liberalizing employment practices. More 
than 130 companies out of the 350 U.S. subsi- 
diaries in South Africa have endorsed a set of 
seven equal opportunity employment princi- 
ples drawn up by Rev» Sullivan. 


Those favoring @ limiting of U.S. invest- 


mentor its total withdrawal from South Africa, 
argue that continued U.S. business activities 
contribute capital and technical expertise that 
strengthen the economic system and make it 
less susceptible to international pressures for 
political change.

the city council. Most black city councilmen 
don't work at.the job of building a strong ward 
organization, bringing people together and 
keeping them informed. They are so busy 
being jealous of George Forbes, they are so 
busy doing other things that don't benefit the 
black community and they are getting paid 
more than they could get in any other job that 
they might find.
